WESTERN  ARMORY. 

Ihcumentt  laid  before  Congrtte,  and  printed  by 
their  order. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  WAR,  3d  DEC.  1818. 

CIR, — In  reply  to  so  much  of  your 
letter  of  the  20th  ult.  as  requires  my  o- 
pinion  “as  to  the  expediency  or  neccssi 
ty  of  the  establishment  of  a national  ar 
mory  on  the  western  waters,”  I have  the 
honor  to  enclose,  for  the  consideration 
of  the  military  committee,  a report  of 
the  Ordnance  Department,  containing  a 
statement  of  such  facts  as  appear  to  be 
connected  with  the  object  of  your  inqui- 
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Whether  it  would  be  expedient  to  es- 
tablish an  additional  national  armory, 
will  depend,  in  the  first  place,  on  the 
fact,  whether  those  already  established 
are  sufficient  to  fabricate  as  many  arms, 
as  the  necessity  of  the  country  requires: 
and  if  they  are  not  sufficient,  whether  h 
would  be  more  advisable  to  fabricate 
them  by  a national  armory,  or  by  con- 
tract. 

In  presenting  this  view  of  the  subject, 
it  is  assumed,  that  the  supply  of  arms 
ought  to  be  manufactured  wiUiin  the 
country,  and  ought  not  to  be  imported. 

By  a reference  to  the  report  of  the 
Ordnance  Department,  it  will  appear 
that  the  national  armories  can  fabricate, 
annually,  about  25,000.  This  number, 
it  is  conceived,  is  not  sufficient,  whether 
we  regard  the  present  supply,  or  the  in- 
creased number  which  the  growing  pop- 
ulation of  the  country  requires. 

Out  principal  reliance  for  defence,  is 
on  the  militia,  a species  pf  force  which 
requires  a much  mc-re  ample  supply 
than  regular  troops;  as  experience  proves 
them  to  be  much  more  wasteful  of  arms. 
At  the  commencement  of  the  late  war, 
our  supply  amounted  to  200,000  stands; 
and  though  it  continued  less  than  three 
years,  our  stock  at  its  termination  was 
nearly  exhausted. 

It  is  believed  that,  as  arms  can  be  fab- 
ricated at  least  as  cheap,  and  ot  a better 
quality  by  a national  armory,  than  by 
contract,  it  is  the  preferable  mode. 

If  these  observations  are  correct,  it 
would  appear  expedient  to  establish  a 
national  armory;  and  that  the  “place  of 
its  location”  ought  to  be  on  the  western 
waters.  It  is  probable  that  arms  can  be 
fabricated  in  that  portion  of  our  country, 
at  least  as  cheap  as  at  Harper’s  Ferry, 
or  at  Springfield;  and  a very  considera- 
ble e.xpensc  would  be  annually  saved  in 
transportation.  As  to  the  particular 
“place  of  location,”  I am  not  in  the  pos- 
session of  such  information,  as  will  ena- 
ble me  to  give  an  opinion  on  the  sub- 
ject,

Honorable  J.  C.  Calhoun, 

Sir, — In  answer  to  the  inquiries  of  the 
jVIilitary  Committee,  made  in  their  com- 
munication of  the  20th  ult.  1 have  now 
the  honor  to  state,  that  the  national  ar- 
mories at  Springfield  and  Harper’s  Fer- 
ry are  capable  of  fabricating  annually  a- 
bout  25,000  stands  of  arms,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  350  to  375  thousand  dollars.  By 
■contracting  for  some- of  the  heavier  parts 
of  the  work,  it  is  judged,  the  product  at 
those  establishments  might  be  increased 
to  30,000  stands  a year,  in  which  case 
the  expense  might  amount  to  420  to  430 
thousand  dollars.  The  arms  manufactur- 
ed by  contract,  amount  now  to  eight  or 
ten  thousand  stands  a year,  and  the  price 
is  in  general  fourteen  dollars  for  the 
musket,  exclusive  of  extra  charges  in 
curred  in  proving,  inspecting,  packing 
and  transporting  the  arms  to  the  arse 
nals.  It  is  calculated  that  the  demand  for 
the  western  country,  will  embrace  at 
least  one  third  of  the  whole  supply  re- 
quired for  the  United  States. 

There  is  now  deposited  at  Pittsburgh 
from  twelve  to  fifteen  thousand  stands, 
viz.  2000  rifles  sent  from  Harper’s  Ferry 
in  1817,  and  8000  muskets  sent  from 
the  same  place  in  the  present  year.  The 
residue  consiste  principally  of  arms  which 
have  been  in  service  and  have  undergone 
Tcpairs. 

The  expense  attending  the  transpor- 
tation of  arms  from  Harper’s  Ferry  to 
Pittsburgh,  may  be  stated  at  about  one 
dollar  a stand. 

About  20,090  stands  of  arms  remain 
at  New  Orleans,  about  4000  at  Newport, 
Kentucky,  and  about  3000  at  Detroit. 
These  are  principally  such  as  have  been 
in  the  hands  of  troops  and  have  under- 
gone, or  are  undergoing,  repairs.  The 
cost  of  fabricating  muskets  may  be  stat 
ed  at  about  two-thirds  in  labor,  and  one 
third  in  materials. 

As  the  necessaries  of  life  will  be 
cheaper  in  the  western  country  than  on 
the  sea  board,  it  may  be  presumed  the 
■wages  of  workmen  will  eventually  be 
lowest  where  they  can  be  easiest  sub 
sisted. 

Iron  may  be  delivered  on  the  Ohio,  of 
a quality  suitable  for  the  manufacture  ol 
arms,  at  nearly  the  same  price  it  will  coat 
at  Harper’s  Ferry.  The  other  materi- 
als with  the  exception  ol  coals,  will  cost 
higher.  The  number  of  men  employed 
at  Springfield  and  Harper’s  Ferry,  va- 
ries from  220/O  240,  or  thereabouts,  at 
each  place.  It  is  judged  not  proper  to 
employ  at  one  establishment  more  that 
about  250  hands,  because  a degree  of 
discipline  and  subordination  is  necessary 
to  be  maintained,  and  the  difficulty  of 
preserving  regularity  and  ensuring  unit 
ed  exertion,  increases  with  the  increase 
of  numbers. 

The  first  cost  of  an  armory  in  the  wes 
tern  country,  on  the  scale  of  Springfield 
and  Harper’s  Ferry,  may  be  calculated  a 
about  8200,000  for  lands,  command 
water,  buildings  and  machi-icry.  About 
three  years  will  probably  be  required  to 


bring  a new  establishment  into  opera- 
tion, and  the  expense  rfiay  be  during 
that  time,  sixty  er  seventy  thousand  dol- 
la  rsa  year.  Supposing  it  should  be  de 
cided  to  establish  an  armory  in  the 
western  country,  on  the  scale  of  Spring- 
field  or  Harper’s  Ferry,  it  would  be  ad- 
visable to  employ  for  a few  years  at  first, 
no  more  than  about  1 50  hands;  or  enough 
to  ensure  about  8000  stands  of  arms 
yearly;  otherwise  some  inconvenience 
might  be  sustained  from  the  desertion  of 
workmen  from  armories  now  in  opera- 
tion. The  permanent  annual  expense 
on  that  scale  may  be  from  120  to  130 
thousand  dollars.  The  numbers  in  the 
possession  of  the  government,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  late  war,  is  not 
distinctly  known  at  this  office.  It  is  pre- 
sumed to  have  been  upwards  of  200,000 
stands.  At  the  close  of  the  campaign  of 
1814,  the  arsenals  -were  nearly  exhaust- 
ed. The  great  extent  of  sea  coast  and 
inland  frontier  to  be  protected,  will  ren- 
der large  distributions  of  arms  to  the 
militia,  indispensable  in  time  of  war; 
and  it  ought  to  be  concluded,  as  well 
from  past  experience  as  the  nature  of  the 
case,  that  our  resources  will  sooner  fail 
in  that  particular  than  in  any  other  of  our 
military  supplies  The  reason  is,  that 
that  so  much  time  is  required  to  pttt  in 
operation  an  establishment  for  manufac- 
turing arms  on  a large  scale,  it  will  not 
be  in  the  power  of  government  on  a sud- 
den emergency  to  increase  very  materi- 
ally the  supply.

Translation  of  I'ropoeitions  received  in  .Vr. 
Onis*  letter  to  Itfr.  Adems,  October  '24th,  1818. 

1st.  The  United  States  declare  that 
they  deeply  regret  the  violation  of  the 
Spanish  territory  by  the  troops  under  the 
command  of  Gen.  Jackson;  and  that  its 
being  done  without  their  orders,  and,  as 
the  General  states,  with  the  view  of  ter- 
minating more  promptly  the  war  against 
the  Indians,  the  United  States  will  res- 
tore the  town  of  Pensacola,  and  the  forts 
of  Barrancas,  St.  Marks,  and  the  other 
territory  occupied  by  their  troops,  in  the 
Floridas,  to  the  Spanish  officers,  duly  au- 
thorized by  His  Catholic  Majesty  to  take 
possession  of  them  ; the.  United  States 
being  answerable,  as  is  just,  for  the  inju- 
ries caused  by  the  incursions  of  the  troops 
of  the  Union,  as  well  to  the  crown  of 
Spain  as  to  its  subjects — upon  which 
point,  the  proper  stipulations  shall  be  in- 
serted in  the  treaty. 

2d.  His  Catholic  Majesty,  to  give  an 
eminent  proof  of  his  generosity,  and  of 
the  desire  which  animates  him  to 
strengthen  the  ties  of  friendship  and  of 
good  understanding  with  the  United 
States,  and  to  put  an  end  to  the  differen- 
ces which  now  exist  between  the  two 
governments,  cedes  to  them,  in  full  pro- 
perty and  sovereignty,  the  provinces  of 
East  and  West  Florida,  with  all  their 
towns  and  forts,  such  as  they  were  ceded 
by  Great  Britain,  in  1783,  and  with  the  li- 
mits which  designated  bythemin  the  trea- 
ty of  limits  and  of  navigation,  concluded 
between  Spain  and  the  United  States,  on 
the  27th  of  October,  1795:  the  donations 
or  sales  of  lands,  made  by  the  govern- 
ment of  His  Majesty,  or  by  legal  author- 
ities, until  this  lime,  are,  nevertheless,  to 
be  recognized  as  valid. 

3d.  To  avoid  all  cause  of  dispute,  in 
future,  the  limits  of  the  respective  pos- 
sessions of  both  governmenti,  to  the  ■west 
of  the  Mississippi,  shall  be  designated  by 
a Kne,  beginning  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
between  the  rivers  Marmenta  and  Car- 
cases, following  the  Arrago-Hondo  be- 
tween the  Adais  and  Natchitoches,  cros- 
sing the  Roxo  or  Red  river,  at  the  32d 
degree  of  latitude,  and  93d  degree  of 
longitude  from  London,  according  to 
Melish’s  map;  and  thence  running  direct- 
ly north,  crossing  the  Arkansrs,  the 
White  and  the  Osage  rivei-s,tillit  strikes 
the  Missouri,  and  then  following  the 
middle  of  that  river  to  its  source— so  that 
the  territory  on  the  right  bank  of  the  said 
river,  will  belong  to  Spain,  and  that  on 
the  left  bank  to  tlic  United  States.  The 
navigation  as  well  of  the  Missouri  as  of 
the  Mississippi  and  Marmento,  shall  re- 
main free  to  the  subjects  of  both  powers. 

To  fix  this  line  with  more  precision, 
and  to  place  the  land  marks  which  shall 
designate  exactly  the  limits  of  both  na- 
tions, each  of  the  contracting  parties 
shall  appoint  a commissioner  and  a sur- 
veyor, who  shall  meet  before  the  termi- 
nation of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the 
ratification  of  this  treaty,  at  Natchito- 
ches, on  the  Red  river,  and  proceed  to 
run  and  mark  the  said  line,  in  conformity 
to  what  is  above  agredd  upon  and  stipu- 
lated: they  shall  make  out  plans  and 
keep  journals  of  their  proceedings,  and 
the  result  agreed  upon  by  them  shaIlJ>e 
considered  as  part  of  this  treaty,  and 
shall  have  the  same  force  as  if  it  we.-e  in- 
serted therein.  The  two  governments 
will  amicably  agree  respecting  the  ne- 
cessary articles  to  be  furnished  to  these 
persons,  and  also  to  their  respective  es- 
c <i  ;s,  should  such  be  deemed  necessary. 

4th.  The  two  contracting  parties,  ani- 
mated by  the  most  sincere  desire  of  con- 
ciliation, and  with  a view  of  eradicating 
all  the  discussions  which  exist  between 
them,  and  to  hasten  the  conclusion  of  a 
definitive  and  prompt  arrangement,  by 
which  the  good  understanding  they  de- 
sire perpetually  to  maintain  with  each  o- 
tl’er,  way  be  strengthened,  reciprocally 
renounce  all  claims  for  damages  or  inju- 
ries, which  they  themselves,  or  tlieir  res- 
pective subjects  or  citizens,  may  have 
suffered,  of  ■sliatcver  nature  they  be, 
whether  they  have  or  have  not  been  pro 
sented  or  made  until  this  date,  so  that 
they  are  to  be  considered  as  entirely  can- 


celled and  adjusted,  excepting  these 
which  are  specified  in  article  1st. 

5th.  The  treaty  of  limits  and  naviga- 
tion, of  '795,  remains  in  force  in  all  and 
each  one  of  its  articles;  but,  to  avoid  ques- 
tions in  future  as  to  the  meaning  of  the 
1 5th  article,  in  which  it  is  stipulated  that 
tke  flag  shall  cover  the  /iro/ierly,  the  two 
high  contracting  parties  agree  that  this 
may  be  so  understood  with  respect  to 
those  powers  who  recognize  this  princi- 
ple; but,  if  one  of  the  belligerents  should 
not  recognize  it,  the  above  cited  clause 
of  the  said  15th  article  shall  not  remain 
obligatory  on  either  of  the  two  contract- 
ing parties,  who  may  act  as  they  think 
proper  on  this  point,  without  giving  room 
for  complaints  or  claims,  or  being  con- 
sidered as  infringing  the  above  menijon- 
ed  15th  article. 

6th.  Although  the  two  hjgh  cgntract- 
ing  parties  oblige  themselves  to  cause 
the  stipulations  contained  in  this  treaty, 
and  in  that  of  limits  and  of  navigation,  of 
1795,  to  be  complied  ivith  in  all  their 
parts — nevertheless,  desirous  of  avoiding 
all  doubt  or  misinterpretation  of  their 
respective  clauses,  they  oblige  them- 
selves to  make  the  declarations  requisite 
for  the  mast  exact  observance  of  all  that 
is  above  stipulated,  as  good  faith,  and 
the  honor  of  both  governments,  require 
— adopting  the  most  efficacious  measures 
to  remedy,  and  to  cut  up  by  the  roots,  the 
abuses  which,  contrary  to  the  laws  of  na- 
tions, and  cqptrary  to  what  is  expressly 
stipulated  by  the  treaty  ol  1795,  above 
cited,  daily  occur  in  some  ports  of  the 
Union,  in  consequence  of  the  vague  and 
arbitrary  interpretation  which  it  seems 
the  measures  until  now  adopted,  are  sus- 
ceptible of,  and  by  which  means  the  law 
is  eluded. 

7th.  In  consideration  of  the  sacrifices 
which  his  Catholic  Majesty  makes,  de- 
priving himself,  in  favor  of  the  United 
States,  of  the  important  provinces  of  the 
two  Floridas,  to  satisfy  and  to  cancel  for- 
ever, all  their  claims,  the  United  States 
will  certify,  in  due  form,  that  they  have 
not  received  any  compensation  from 
France,  for  the  injuries  they  suffered 
from  her  privateers,  consuls,  and  tribu- 
nals, on  the  coasts  and  in  the  ports  of 
Spain,  and  they  will  present  an  authentic 
statement  of  the  prizes  made,  and  of 
their  true  value,  that  Spain  may  claim 
from  France  the  return  of  the  amount.

Your  letter  of  the  24th  instant,  and 
the  proposals  contained  in  it,  offered  as 
the  basis  of  a treaty,  for  the  adjustment 
of  all  the  subjects  in  discussion,  between 
the  United  States  and  Spain,  have  been 
received  and  laid  before  the  President  of 
the  United  States. 

I am  directed  by  him,  to  forbear  en- 
tering into  any  examination  of  the  histor- 
ical disquisition  conceiming  the  original 
pretensions  of  Spain  to  all  the  territories 
bordering  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and 
the  whole  country,  included  in  the 
French  colony  of  Louisiana,  which  you 
have  thought  proper  to  introduce  into 
your  note.  The  right  of  the  United 
States  to  the  river  Mississippi,  and  all 
the  waters  flowing  into  it;  and  to  all  the 
territories  watered  by  them,  remains  as 
entire  and  unshaken  by  any  thing  now  ad- 
duced by  you,  as  by  any  thing  which  had' 
ever  preceded  it,  in  the  discussions  be- 
tween the  two  governments.  It  is  estab- 
lished beyond  the  po'wer  of  further  con- 
troversy, nor  could  it  answer  any  useful 
purpose  to  reproduce  proofs  which  have 
already  more  than  once  been  shewn,  and 
which,  remaining  unimpaired,  must 
henceforth  be  considered  by  the  United 
States  not  suceptible  of  refutation. 

In  confining  my  attention  to  the  propo- 
sitions which  you  offer,  as  the  basis  of  a 
treaty,  I have  to  observe  that  any  other 
proceedings  on  the  first  of  them  have 
been  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  de- 
termination promptly  taken  by  this  gov- 
ernment and  communicated  to  you,  to 
restore  the  Forts  of  Barrancas  and  St- 
Marks,  together  with  Pensacola,  to  any 
person  duly  authorised  by  you,  or  other- 
wise by  your  government,  to  receive 
them.  You  have  been  informed  of  the 
evidence  inculpating  the  Governor  of 
those  places,  not  only  as  having  utterly 
neglected  to  carry  into  effect  the  stipula- 
tion in  the  treaty  of  1795,  by  which  Spain 
was  bound  to}vestrain,4yyorce,the  Indians 
within  her  territory,  from  committing 
hostilities  against  the  U.  S.,  orthtir  citi- 
zens; but,  as  having  deeply  participated 
In  the  hostilities  of  those  same  Indians. 
You  have  been  intormed  that  these  were 
the  real  and  only  causes  of  the  occupation 
of  those  places  by  the  commander  oftJiej 
American  forces.  Under  these  circum-' 
stances,  however  the  United  States  may 
regret  the  necessity  of  that  occupation,' 
it  is  for  the  Spanish  officers  themselves 
to  answer  to  their  sovereign  forthe  conse- 
quences of  their  own  conduct:  and  the 
forbearance  of  the  United  Stales,  as  well 
as  their  respect  for  the  rights  and  the 
honor  of  Spain,  are  sufficiently  manifest- 
ed by  their  readiness  to  restore  the  pos- 
session, and  to  consign  to  obliidbn  the 
conduct  of  these  officers  of  his  Cstliolic 
Ivisjesty. 

The  ussiessness  of  any  stipulation  on 
the  subject  of  this  first  proposition,  is 
further  demonstrated  by  thp  nature  ol 
the  second,  in  which  you  announce  your 
authority  to  cede  all  the  property  and 
sovereignty  possesseil  by  Spain,  in  and 
over  the  Floridas.  The  effect  of  this 
measures  being  necessarily  to  remove  all 
cause  of  contention  between  the  con- 
tracting parties,  with  regard  to  the  pos- 
session of  those  territories,  and  to  every 
thing  incidental  to  them,  it  would  be 
worse  than  superfluous  to  stipulate  for 
restoring  them  to  Spain,  in  the  very  trea- 
ty by  which  they  are  to  be  ceded  in  full 
sovereignty  to  the  United  States.  Nei- 
ther can  the  U.  States,  recognizees  valid 
the  grants  of  land  until  this  lime;  and,  at 
the  same  time,  renounce  all  their  claitr.s.

From  the  answers  ot  Don  Jose  Pizarroj 
to  this  notice,  we  have  reason  to  expeetj 
that  you  will  be  sensible  of  that  necessi-h 
ty,  and  that  some  time  must  be  agreed. j 
upon,  subsequent  to  which  no  grant  of 
the  lands  within  the  territories  in  ques- 
tion shall  be  considered  as  valid. 

The  boundary  line  proposed  by  you, 
west  of  the  Mississippi,  can  as  little  be 
assented  to  by  the  United  States.  Instead 
of  it,  I am  authorized  to  propose  to  you 
the  following,  and  to  assure  you  that  it 
is  to  Ik  considered  as  the  final  offer  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States. 

Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the  river 
Sabine,  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico:  follow- 
ing the  coui-se  of  the  said  river,  to  the 
thirty-second  degree  of  latitude;  the  eas- 
tern bank  and  all  the  islands  in  said  riv- 
er, to  belong  to  the  United  States;  and 
western  bank  to  Spain — thence  due  north 
to  the  northernmost  part  of  the  thirty- 
third  degre*  of  north  latitude,  and  until 
it  strikes  the  Rio  Roxo,  or  Red  River, 
thence  following  the  course  of  the  said 
river  to  its  source,  touching  the  chain  of 
Sno\v  Mountains  in  latitude  57  deg.  2s| 
min.  north,  longitude  106  deg.  ISinin. 
west,  or  thereabout,  as  marked  on  M»- 
lish’s  map;  thence  to  the  summit  of  the 
said  mountains,  and  following  the  chain 
of  the  same  to  the  41st  parallel  of  1-ati- 
tiide;  thence  following  the  said  parallel 
of  latitude  41,  to  the  south  sea.  The 
northern  bank  of  the  said  Red  River,  and 
all  the  islands  therein  to  belong  to  the 
United  States,  and  the  southern  bank  of 
the  same  to  Spain. 

It  is  believed  that  this  line  will  render 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  for 
fixing  it  more  precisely,  unnecessary  ; 
unless  it  be  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing the  spot  where  the  river  Sabine  falls 
upon  latitude  32,  north;  and  thence  due 
north,  to  the  Red  River,  and  the  point 
of  latitude  41,  north,  on  the  ridge  of 
the  Snow  Mountains.  To  which  ap- 
pointment ol  commissioners  this  gov- 
ernment will  readily  agree. 

The  United  States  will  agree  to  the 
proposal  that  the  contracting  parties  shall 
mutually  renounce  all  claims  for  d/.ma- 
ges  or  injuries  which  they,  their  citizens 
or  subjects  have  received  from  each  o- 
ther,  until  the  date  of  the  treaty;  it  be- 
ing always  understood  that  all  grants  of 
land^  in  any  part  of  the  territories  to  be 
ceded  by  Spain  to  the  United  States, sub- 
sequenttothe  year  1802,  are  to  be  held 
null  and  void. 

1st.  To  all  the  cases  of  claims  provid- 
•d  for  by  the  convention  of  1 802.  | 

3d.  To  all  claims  of  indemnities,  on 
account  of  the  suspension  of  the  right  of. 
deposit  at  New  Orleans,  in  1 802.  I 

4th.  And  to  all  claims  of  citizens  of 
the  U.  States  on  the  government  of  Spain! 
statements  of  which,  soliciting  the  intcr-j 
position  of  the  government  of  the  Uni-i 
ted  States,  shall  have  been,  before  the' 
date  of  Jhis  treaty,  and  since  the  date  of 
the  convention  of  1'802,  presented  either 
to  the  Department  of  Stale  of  the  United 
States,  or  to  the  Minister  of  the  United; 
States,  in  Spain.  But  not  to  claims  which! 
the  individuals  of  the  United  Statesmayj 
have  against  those  of  Spain,  or  against 
the  Spanish  government,  on  any  other  ac- 
count. 

The  United  States  will  exonerate 
Spain  from  all  demands  in  future,  on  ac- 
count of  the  above  mentioned  claims;  and 
undertake  to  make  satisfaction  for  the 
same,  to  an  amonnt  not  exceeding  five 
millions  of  dollars. 

To  ascertain  the  full  amount  and  va- 
lidity of  those  claims,  a commission,  to 
consist  of  three  commissionors,  shall  be 
appointed  by  tlie  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  which  commission 
shall  meet  at  Washington,  and  within 
lliree  years  shall  receive,  examine,  and 
decide  upon  the  amount  and  validity  of 
all  claims  coming  within  the  descriptions 
above  mentioned.  And  the  Spanish  gov- 
ernment shall  furnish  all  suchdocumenfs 
and  elucidations  as  may  be  in  their  pos- 
session, for  the  adjustment  of  the  said 
claims,  according  to  the  principlesofjus- 
tice:  the  said  documents  to  be  specified 
when  demanded,  at  the  instance  of  the 
said  commissioners. 

Your  fifth  proposition  is,  that  the  trea- 
ty of  limits  and  navigation  of  1795,  shall 
remain  in  force,  in  all  and  each  of  its  ar- 
ticles, with  the  exception  of  that  part  of 
the  1 5th  article,  which  stipulates  that 
the  flag  ehall  cover  the  jiroflerty. 

The  2d,  3d,  4th,  21st,  and  the  second 
< htise  of  the  22d  article  of  the  treaty  of 
1795,  have  either  rr.ceived  their  entire 
execution,  and  can  be  no  longer  consid- 
ered as  remaining  in  force,  or  have  been 
rendered  inoperative  by  subsequent  e- 
vents.  Whatever  relates  in  them  toliin- 
ils,  or  to  tha  navigation  of  the  Mississip- 
pi, has  been  extinguished  hy  the  cession 
of  Louisiana  to  France,  and  by  her  to  the 


United  States;  with  the  exception  of  the 
line  between  the  United  States  and  Flo- 
lida,  which  will  also  be  annulled  by  the 
cession  of  Florida,  which  you  now  pro- 
pose. 1 am  authorised  to  agree  to  the 
confirmation  and  recognition  of  all  the  re- 
maining articles  of  that  treaty,  as  still  in 
force.  And  to  assent  to  the  exception, 
proposed  by  you,  of  part  of  the  1 5th  ar- 
ticle; to  this  extent — That,  if  hereafter, 
either  of  the  coutractiiig  parties  shall  be 
at  war  with  a third  party,  and  the  other 
neutral,  the  flag  of  the  neutral  shall  cov- 
er the  property  of  enemies,  whose  gev- 


,'vnir.cnts  recognize  the  same  piiiiclplc,^ 
and  not  of  others. 

Your  next  propiosition  is  inadmissible. 
The  United  States  do  not  know  that  any 
additional  laws  or  declarations  are  neces- 
sary to  secure  the. fulfilment  on  the  part 
of  Spain,  of  her  engagements  in  the  trea- 
ty,of  1795..  Numerous  and  just  as  their 
complaints  l .ave  been,  of  the  violatiohsoi 
that  treaty,  under  the  authority  of  Spain, 
they  consider  theSpanish  government  ful 
lycompetent  to  make  reparation  for  them, 
and  to  secure  the  faithful  observance  of 
their  engagements  in  future,  without  new 
laws  or  declarations.  Nor  are  they 
aware  of  any  vague  or  arbitrary 
interpretation  in  any  of  the  ports  of 
this  union,  by  which,  contrary  to  the  laws 
of  nations,  or  to  the  stipulations  of  the 
treaty  of  1795,  the  law  is  eluded.  The 
inferpretation  or  construction  given  to 
the.  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  1795, 
witliin  the  United  States,  are  subject  to 
the  decisions  of  the  judicial  tribunals 
of  the  United  States,  who  are  bound 
to  consider  all  treaties  as  the  supreme 
law  of  the  land.  Their  proceedings  are 
all  public,  and  their  decisions  upon  all 
questions  of  interpretation  are  recorded 
and  published.  In  this  there  is  surely 
nothing  vague  or  arbitrary — nothing  re- 
quiring new  laws  or  declarations.  Uf  the 
many  complaints  which  you  have  ad- 
dressed to  this  government,  in  relation  to 
alleged  transactions  in  our  ports,  the  defi- 
ciency has  been,  not  in  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  the  treaty,  but  in  the 
proof  of  the  facts  which  you  have  stated, 
or  which  have  been  reported  to  you,  to 
bring  the  cases  of  complaint  within  the 
scope  of  the  stipulations  in  the  treaty. 

In  coiisideratisn  of  the  cession  .of  the 
Floridas,  by  Spain,  to  redress  and  cancel 
the  claims  of  the  United  States  and  of 
their  citizens  upon  Spain,  and  always  un 
derstood  that  the  late  grants  of  the  lands 
from  which  the  indemnity  for  those 
claims  is  to  be  sought  shall  be  held  null 
and  void,  the  government  of  the  United 
States  will  certify  that  they  have  not  re- 
ceived any  compensation  from  France 
forthe  injuries  suflered  from  French  pri- 
vateers, consuls  {and  tribunals  on  the 
coasts  and  in  the  ports  of  Spain;  and  will 
present  an  authentic  statement  of  the 
prizes  made,  and  of  their  value ; that 
Spain  may  avail  herself  of  it,  in  such 
manner,  as  she  may  deem  just  and  pro- 
per. 

I’pon  the  basis  offered  by  your  propo- 
sitions, modified  conformably  to  the  ob- 
servations now  submitted  to  you,  I am 
authorised  to  conclude  a treaty  with  you 
But,  as  the  session  of  Congress  is  at  hand, 
I am  directed  to  request  your  immedi- 
ate and  frank  reply  to  this  communica- 
tion. The  President  is  deeply  peuetr  t 
cd  with  the  conviction,  that  further  pro- 
tracted discussion  of  the  points  at  issue 
between  our  governments,  cannot  ter- 
minate in  any  manner  satisfactory  to 
them.  From  your  answer  to  this  letter 
he  mtist  conclude  whether  a final  adjust- 
ment of  all  our  differences  is  now  to  be 
accomplished,  or  whether  all  hope  of 
such  a. desirable  result  is,  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States,  to  be  abandoned. 

I pray  you  to  accept  the  assurance  of 
my  distiuguished  consideration.

ed  in  his  letter.] 
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BI^iXD'S  IlEPOJiT  C0.XCEItJiT.\’0 
CHILE. 

A friend,  who  has  read  with  attention  the 
re])ort  concerning  Chile,  has  favored  us  with 
an  accurate  abstract  of  its  contents,  wluch  wc 
have  now  the  pleasure  of  laying  before  our  nu 
inerous  patrons. 

Mr.  Bland,  it  will  be  recollected,  was,  in 
pursuance  of  instructions  from  the  President, 
left  by  his  colleagues,  Mr.  Rodney  and  Mr. 
Gmhain,  at  Buenos  Ayres;  whence,  on  the 
15th  of  April,  1818,  he  departed  for  Chile, 
aittl  oh  the  26th  of  the  same  month,  arrived 
at  Mendoza,  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  .Andes, 
having  travelled,  by  the  way  of  the  post  road, 
a distance  of  about  900  miles.  He  left  Men. 
doza  on  the  29th  of  .April,  an.l  crossing  the 
•Andes,  reached  Santiago  de  Chile  on  the  5th 
of  .May:  the  whole  rotite  being,  perhaps,  a- 
hout  1200  miles.  At  this  latter  place  Mr. 
Bland  presented  h'ms -If  to  Don  Antonio  Jose 
trisarri.  Secretary  of  State,  throujh  whom  he 
obtaincil  an  interview  with  Don  Bernardo  O’- 
Higgins, the  supreme  director  of  Chile. — He 
was  received  with  much  cordiality  by  the  di- 
rector, with  whom  he  had,  at  difl'erent  times, 
very  interesting  conversations,  touching  the 
present  and  toture  probable  condition  of  Chile, 
and  the  friendly  sentiments  which  the  United 
States  entertained  towards  that  country. 

In  the  several  interviews  which  Mr.  Bland 
had  with  the  supreme  director,  he  represent- 
ed to  him  the  good  disposition  which  the  gov. 
ernment  of  the  Unitcil  States  cherished  to- 
wards the  indepc  ndent  .aut  horitics  of  Chi  le  ai  id 
the  cause  in  which  they  were  engaged;  the 
sympathy  which  the  free  citizens  of  North  A- 
merica  felt  for  the  sufferings  of  those  who 
were  contending  for  liberty  and  emancipation 
.from  the  yoke  of  Old  Spain,  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  .American  continent;  .and  paiirti  ay- 
ed  to  him  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the 
establishment  of  the  representative  system,  by 
the  immediate  formation  of  a Congress. 

To  these  observations  O'Higgins  answerevl, 
that  he  was  not  insensible  to  the  friendship  of 
the  United  Stales;  that  it  was  liis  intention  to 
institute  a free  government  as  soon  as  Chile 
was  entirety  freed  of  her  enemies,  and  tran- 
q'lilized  forthe  purpose:  but  that  the  present 
moment  « .as  inauspicious  for  the  commence- 
ment of  so  great  a work;  that,  in  times  of  pub 
lie  peril,  the  presence  of  a congress  had  beenl 
found  evremely  pernicious;  th.at  Mexico  h-.idj 
been  lost  by  a congress;  that  the  congress  of; 
Vtnez'iel.a  once  lost  that  country;  and  thati 
Buenos  .Ayres  had  been  endangered  by  a con-j 
gress;  lately,  indeed,  he  admitted,  the  Utteri 
liad  leanit  to  act  more  in  concert,  and  » ith ' 
greater  proi>riety.  ( 

The  supreme  director  having  intimated  that| 
it  was  expected  the  Uniteil  .States  would  re*' 
cognize  tlie  independence  of  Chile,  and  that' 
|l>e  Chileans  would  grant  spechal  favors,  in  ' 
commerce,  to  the  nation  (and  it  would  hel 
gratifying  if  the  fiiited  States  sliouM  be  the 
nation,)  fisst  making  such  recognition:  Mr 
Bl.aad  replied  that  the  single  object  of  his  mis- 
sion was  to  make  inquiry  as  to  tlie  true  pos 
tiire  of -allairs  in  Chile;  that  the  United  States' 
would  be  thankf'il  for  ary  favors  of  the  kind, 
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hut  that  they  did  not  ask  for  them;  that  all 
they  desirea  was  to  be  put  on  a footing  with 
other  nations:  and  wore  willing  to  rely,  as  to 
any  advantages  in  commerce  and  navigation, 
on  the  skill  and  industry  of  their  merchants 
ami  seartieii;  that  he  had  resorted  to  Santiago 
in  order  to  procure,  tqion  tlie  spot,  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  country,  of  its  institutions, 
and  of  its  capacities  in  peace  and  in  war;  that 
the  government  of  the  Unitied  States  only  wish- 
ed to  see  its  way  clejirly,  and  would  make  no 
improper  ifte  of  tjiis  information;  and  that  any 
particvilars  communiciited  to  himfioii)  author- 
ity might  be  considered  confidential,  or  other- 
wise, just  as  the  supreme  director  might  deem 
most  proper. 

The  supreme  director,  O’Higgins,  admittail 
the  propriety  of  authentic  information  in  order 
that  the  government  of  the  United  States 
might  act  intelligently  with  regard  to  Soutb 
American  affairs,  ami  told  Mr.  Bland  that  he 
would  cause  an  official  statement  to  be  made 
out  respecting  the  condition  and  resources  of 
Chile  and  placed  in  Ids  hands  for  that  purpose; 
which  promise  the  supreme  director  complied 
with.-  The  statement  makes  a part  of  Mr. 
Bland’s  report  concerning  Chile. 

During  the  intercourse  between  Air.  Bland 
anti- O’Higgins,  the  former  explained  to  the 
latter  tlie  luotivts  which  actuated  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  seizure  of  A melia  Island  and  in  dri- 
ving the  banditti  from  Galveston;  and  told  him 
that  the  freebooters  who  had  been  forced  from 
those  places  were  not  the  only  armed  vessels 
whose  officers  and  crews  had' interrupted  the 
lawful  commerce  of  the  United  States,  for  tliat 
some  of  the  privateers  cruizing  under  regular 
Patriot  commission's  had  committed  depreda- 
tions upon  their  trade-,  that  the  Uniter!  States 
would,  at  all  hazards,  defend  the  fair  traffic  of 
their  citizens;  and  that  they  would  do  so,  even 
against  the  Chileans,  however  psdnful  it  might 
be  to  crush  in  the  germ  a growing  intimacy  be- 
tween tlie  two  people,  and  which  promised  to 
be  in  the  sequel  fruitful  of  beneilts  to  them 
both. 

O'Higgins  did  not  even  know  where  Amelia 
Island  and  Galveston  were  situated,  uulil  Mr. 
Bland  explained  the  positions  to  him.  He  de- 
cidedly approved  the  conduct  of  the  Pre- 
sident in  driving  ofi'  the  pirates  from 
thence,  inasmuch  as  it  tended  to  Pto- 
serve  the  character  of  the  Patriot  cause  n-om 
imputations  of  an  injurious  nature:  lie  had 
heard  of  outrages  committed  by  private  armed 
vessels  sailing  under  some  of  tile  independent 
flags  of  .South  America;  but  that  whatever 
might  liave  been  the  behaviour  of  the  vessels 
acting  under  commissions  from  other  states,  no 
charge  of  the  kind  could  justly,  be  brought  a- 
gainst  the  Chileans;  that,  in  fact,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  some  fishing  boats,  it  was  not  until 
very  lately  that  the  government  of  Chile  had 
bad  any  Vessels  of  war  iinder  its  control:  and 
that  he  had  taken  great  care,  by  giving  proper 
instructions,  and  by  placing  suitable  siiperiii- 
teiidiiig  officers  on  board,  to  prevent  any  de- 
parture from  the  rules  of  naial  waifare  pres- 
cribed by  the  law  of  nations. 

In  one  of  the  conversations  which  took 
place,  Mr.  Bland  told  the  supreme  dircctoi- 
that,  when  he  w-as  at  Bio  Janeiro,  (where,  it 
will  be  recollected,  the  conimissionei-s  touch- 
ed. on  their  way  to  Buenos  Ayres,j  he  had 
learnt,  through  Mr.  Sumter,  tlie  nimister  of 
the  Cnited  States,  from  the  Spanish  ministet- 
resident  there,  tliat  Great  Britain  had  been  in- 
duced to  take  an  active  part  in  favor  of  Old 
Spain,  and  had  influenced  the  allied  sovereigns 
o*Europe  to  interpose  for  the  adjustment  oflli« 
dirt'ereiices  between  her  and  her  colonies;  and 
that  the  plan  of  adjustment  was  to  be  some- 
thing like  that  which  had  been  formerly  re- 
jected by  the  Cortes,  and  iniglit  be  found  in  a 
work  that  had  be'en  publisncd  in  Knglaiid,  en- 
titled “An  Outline  of  the  Revolution  in  Span- 
ish America.” 

At  first,  O’Higgins  did  not  believe  in  the 
truth  ol'the  information  which  Mr.  Bland  had 
received;  he  said  the  British  would  lianlly  do 
so,  as  they  wanted  the  commerce  of  Spanish. 
America;  but  shortly  ^'tcr  meeting  with  him 
again,  the  supreme  director  said  he  was  con- 
vinced of  It;  for  he  had  seen  captain  Shirritf,  of 
the  British  frigate  Andromache,  in  Santiago, 
who  tokl  him  that  he  liadin  his  possession  pa- 
peA  on  the  subject,  with  which  he  was  going 
to  lama,,  in  Peru.  O’  Higgins  further  remark -I 
ed,  that  all  attempts  to  reconcile  the  Soutli 
Americans,  short  of  the  acknowledgement  of 
their  independence,  would  be  fruitless;  and. 
that  a return  to  allegiance  under  tlie  govern- 
ment of  Old  Spain  was  wholly  out  of  the  ques 
tion. 

On  the  9th  of  July  Air.  Bland,  having  receiv- 
ed the  statistical  information  whicli  the  su- 
preme director  had  promised  him,  took  leave, 
of  liim  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  Irisarri.  O’- 
Higgins  expressed  his  intention  of  writing  a 
letter  to  the  President;  but  whether  he  did  so 
or  not,  .Mr.  Bland  has  not  distinctly  related. 

On  the  10th  of  July  Mr.  Bland  left  Santiago 
de  Chile:  on  the  llthhearrivediin  Valparaiso; 
and  on  the  15tli  of  July  he  .sailed  thence  in 
the  brig  .America,  captain  Daniel  Rea,  and  av- 
rived,  oy  the  way  of  Cape  Horn,  at  Philadel- 
phia, on  the  29th  of  October,  1818. 

The  nairative  of  .Ur.  Bland’s  communica- 
tions with  the  supreme  director,  forms  but  a 
small  portion  of  his  Report  concerning  Cliih-. 
He  furnished  in  addition  a very  copious  des- 
ci  iptioii  of  tliat  region  of  our  hemisphere,  i:i 
which  ht,  now  and  then,  let  his  fancy  get  the 
better  of  his  judgment.  But  from  tlie  mass  ot' 
pages  which  he  has  written,  circumstances  o ' 
a highly  interesting  coinplection  may  be  se- 
lected. I 

From  Mr.  Bland’s  account  it  would  seem 
that  Chile  is  a country,  (excluding  the  .Magel  - 
latiic  Tract,  or  New  Chile,)  of  about  1,00.» 
miles  in  extent  on  the  .seacoast;  that  it  has  m->  - 
iiy  excellent  ports  convenient  for  foreign 
trade;  that  it  is  a country  fruitful  in  grair, 
wine,  .and  oil,  and  productive  in  gold,  silvoi , 
copper,  and  tin;  that  it  is  destined  to  be  the  gr 
nary  oi  that  part  of  the  world;  that  thepopul-  • 
tion  is  about  1,20U,000  souls;  tliat  800,000  of 
these  are  under  the  dominion  of  the  Patriot  - 
the  remainder  being  under  the  jurisdiction  < 
the  royalists;  that  there  are  about  50,000  lud 
an  slaves  in  all  Chile;  and  bnt  very  few  slave 
of  the  African  race.  All  the  mechanical  an  . 
and  agriculture  are  in  a rude  state,  and  th 
roads  and  path  ways  in  a neglected  conditio" . 
The  prinripal  articles  of  export  are  the  met-.i 
already  mentioned, together  with  wheat,  flo.' 
hemp,  cordage,.hides,  tallow,  jerked  beef,  v , 
cunia,  guanaca,  chinchilla  skins,  figs,  raisin 
&c.  Of  4,000,000  of  dollars  worth  of  irtlpor  , 
in  the  Course  of  the  last  year,  two  millions  : 
Value  were  from  Eng'anJ,  me  from  the  Un' 
ed  States,  and  one  from  Buenos  .Ayres.  1 . 
articles  furnished  from  the  United  States  r<-  • 
chiefly  tobacco,  Windsor  chairs,  saddlery  :i- 
furniture.

gions — the  on«  variable  and  humid,  th«  other 
^variable  and  dry.  Fuel,  in  some  parts,  is 
scarce;  but  it  is  said  there  is  plenty  of  pit-coal 
on  the  banks  of  the  niobio,  near  Conception. 
The  Archipelago  of  Ancud,  or  Chiloe,  con- 
tains forty  seven  islands.  It  is  a considerable 
fisher)',  and  will  be  a nursery  for  seamen. 
There  are  only  three  carriage  roatls  in  all  Chi- 
le. The  fertile  part  of  the  soil  is  situated  in 
valleys,  surrounded,  for  the  most  part,  by  hills 
and  mountains;  and  the  inhabitants  of  these 
Tallies  communicate  with  each  other  princi- 
pally. by  mule  paths.  Mr.  Bland  describes  the 
people  generally  as  being  ‘*mild,aroiable,  brave 
and  uninformed.”  Santiago  is  the  capital,  and 
contains  aboi\{,  40,000  souls.  The  royalists 
have  possession  of  Penco,  and  a considerable 
<hstrict  around  Conception,  which  is  their 
stronghold:  .they  retain,  also,  Valvida  andChi- 
loc.  The  Patriot  army,  at  a medium,  (for  Mr. 
Irisarri  and  Mr.  Bland  differ  on  this  point)  is 
about  6,000  strong;  2,000  of  which  are  negroes 
from  Buenos  Ayres;  there  are  no  Chilian  offi- 
cers jn  it,  however,  above  the  rank  of  captain, 
with  the  exceptiop  of  Q’Higgins,  who  is  a bri- 
gailier  under  San  ^lartin,  and  colonel  Kaymon 
Frey  re.  The  navy  consists  of  hut  three  qrfour 
indiffe^nt  vessels;  but  would  be  increased  by 
the  addition  of  two  new  ships  of  war,  to  be 
called  San  Martin  and  Chacabuco,  built  at  New 
york,  and  for  which  purpose  Messrs.  Aguirre 
and  Gomez  were,  a considerable  time  since, 
sent  to  the  United  States  from  Buenos  Ayres 
with  money.  A superior  naval  force  is  indis- 
pensable to  enable  the  Chileans  to  invade  Pe- 
ru, for  the  desart  of  Atacama  prevents  them 
from  marching  thither  by  land.  The  Chileans 
have  no  seamen  of  their  own. 

The  revenue  of  the  government  in  Chile  is 
derived  from  duties  oa  imports  and  exports.- 
from  an  excise  which  is  laid  upon  almost  every 
thing  that  is  sold;  from  a direct  tax,  the  mines, 
papd 'bulls,  printed  iadulgenccsfor  the  living 
and  the  dead,  a crusade  tax,  tythes,  forfeited 
estates  qf  the  Jesuits,  voluntary  contributions, 
and  from  confiscated  estates  of  the  enemies  of 
the  Patriot  cause.  The  officers  of  the  customs 
and  the  judges  of  the  commercial  courts,  re- 
ceive"no  regular  salaries,  and  a duty  is  impos- 
ed on  merchandize  to . compensate  them;  ia 
addition,  traders  quicken  their  exertions  by 
presents  or  bribes.  There  are  10,000  monks 
and  nuns  in  the  country.  The  church  holds 
one  third  of  the  landed  property  of  the  state. 
The  church  lands  are  farmed  out  to  tenants, 
who  let  them  again  to  under-tenants,  and 
these  last  work  them  with  slaves;  thus  three 
sets  of  Idlers  are  supported  upon  tlie  product 
of  the  industry  of  the  ISboring  class.  In  addi- 
tion to  tlieir  landed  estates,  the  religious  insti- 
tutions have  what  are  called  their  censos,  or 
money  lent  out  at  an  interest  of  five  per  cent, 
per  annum,  to  the  amount  of  ten  millions  of 
dollars.  Besides  their  share  of  the  tythes, 
which  the  state  still  permits  them  to  draw,  the 
clergy  have  the  annats,  or  first  fruits,  which 
yield  to  each  curate  between  two  and  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

The  government  of  Chile,it  seems,  is  needy, 
and  has  mndq  some  progress  towards  laying 
hands  on  the  enormous  property  of  the  priests. 
Indeed,  neither  monks  nor  nuns,  accoi^ing  to 
Mr.  Bland,  are  treated  whh  much  ceremony: 
some  of  tlie  former  have  been  turned  out  of 
ther  dwelling  places,  which  have  been  occiipi- 
cd  for  military  purposes;  and  some  of  tliem 
liave  been  tried  for  treasonable  practices. 

The  most  Immediately  interesting  part  of 
the  report  is  that  which  gives  the  history  of 
the  Chilean  revolution  and  the  change  of  par- 
ties artiong  the  Patriots.  There  have,  it  ap- 
pears, been  two  powerful  factions  in  that  coun- 
try of  the  revolutionists  themselves.  At  the 
head  of  one  were  the  Carreras;  the  T-arrains 
formed  the  other,  with  O’lligginsat  their  head. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  contest  for  indepen- 
dence, the  Carrera  faction  prsvailej.  It  would 
seem,  however,  that  this  party  did  not  man- 
agfe  affairs  in  a judicious  manner;  for,  at  the 
battle  of  Rancagua,  against  the  rovallsrs,  fought 
«n  the  2d  of  October,  1814,  the  Wtriots  were 
cntlroly  defeated,  and  fled  over  the  Andos. 
They  were  rallied  at  Mendoza  by  San  Martin, 
who  identified  himself  with  the  Larrain  fac- 
tion, and  having  obtained  a reinforcement  of 
2,000  negroea  from  Buenos  Ayres,  crossed  the 
mountains,  and,  on  the  11th  of  February,  1816, 
faVight  the  battle  of  Chacabuco,  defeated  the 
royalists,  and  took  their  commander  Marco 
prisoner.  This  may  be  called  the  second  epoch 
of  the  revolution  in  Clule.  The  Carrera  party 
was,  of  coarse,  put  down, ' and  the  Larrains, 
with  O’Higgins  as  chief,  confirmed  themselves 
in  power  by  the  victory  of  Maypu,  obtained 
on  the  5th  of  April,  1818,  with  the  particulars 
of  which  the  reader  is  no  doubt  well  acquaint- 
ed. It  is  greatly  to  the  dishonor  of  the  Lar- 
rains  that  they  seized  tliis  moment  of  success 
to  put  to  death  two  of  the  most  distinguished 
of  the  Carreras.  They  were  sacrificed  under 
judicial  forms,  and  on  the  pretext  of  treason. 
Their  execution  was  a foul  and  bloody  mur- 
der, to  gratify  the  vengeance  of  the  reigning 
faction. 

The  closest  intimacy  subsists  between  the 
governments  of  Chile  and  Buenos  Ayres.  O’- 
lliggins  told  Mr.  Bland  that  there  was  nothing 
which  Buenos  Ayres  could  ask  of  Chile  that 
would  not  be  granted;  and  that  Buenos  Ayres  | 
would  act  in  like  manner  towards  Chile.  All| 
the  inhabitants  of  Buenos  -Ayres  are  naturalized 
citizens  of  Chile.  The  supreme  director 
by  way  of  characterizing  the  intimacy,  saM 
they  were  as  two  bodies  actuated  by  one  soul. 
Air.  Bland  thinks,  however,  that  this  connex- 
ion is  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  Chileans,  and 
^onceives  that  it  will  not  be  lasting. 

Under  the  faction  of  tlie  Carreras,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  revolution,  the  press, 
for  the  first  time,  was  introduced  into  Chile. 
Before  that  periad  all  books  and  papers,  prior 
to  their  entrance  into  the  country,  were  in- 
spected and  approved  by  the  holy  inquisition 
in  Spain  or  at  Lima.  The  name  of  the  first  pa- 
per  was  the  Aurora.  It  was  printed  weekly, 
at  a printing  offioe  sent  from  New  York,  and 
managed  by  three  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
It  was  edited  by  Cam'dla  Henriquez,  now  of 
Buenos  Ayres.  The  opposite  party  also  pub- 
lished a paper,  which  they  called  the  Arauco. 
It  was  edited  by  Irisarri.  At  this  time  there  are 
4 weekly  papers  issued  at  Santiago;  and  none 
arc  published  any  where  else  in  Chile:  their 
names  are  the  Ministerial  Gazette,  which  is 
the-acknowledged  paper  of  the  government: 
El  Argos,  El  Duende,  and  El  Sol.  They  are  | 
all  printed  at  the  same  press;  and  are  edited 
by  clerks  and  officers  of  the  government.  Two 
other  printing  presses  had  fjeen  carried  thith- 
er for  sale;  but  they  were  not  saleable  articles. 
Newspapers  and  pamphlets  are  conveyed  free 
of  postage,  and  books  arc  imported  free  of 
duty. 

The  reader  may  recollect,  that  after  the  bat- 
tle of  Maj  pu,  tlie  viceroy  of  Peru  was  desi- 
.Tous  of  effecting  a change  of  prisoners,  and 
sent,  on  board  the  United  Ststes’  sloop  of  war 
Ontario,  captain  Biddle,  from  Lima,  an  officer 
to  Valparaiso  and  Santiago  for  the  purpose. 
It  turned  out,  however,  on  investigation,  that 
the  Royalists  had  few  or  no  Chilian  prisoners; 
tjiosc  which  they  formerly  had,  having  been 
confined  in  one  of  the  i.slands  of  the  Archipel- 
ago of  Chiloe,  w ere  released  by  the  Patriots  af- 
ter the  battle  of  Chacabuco.  The  Patriots,  on 
the  contrary,  had  about  8,060  prisoners;  and 
were  willing  they  should  be  exchanged  for  a- 
»V  prisoners  which  the  Royalists  held  belong- 
ing to  Buenos  Avres;  but,  owing  to  some  con- 
tempt manifested  in  relation  to  the  Patriot  au- 
thorities, no  cartel  was  agi-eed  upon. 

Incidentally  speaking  of  Peru,  Mr.  Bland 
States,  that  one  third  of  the  population  of  that 
Country  are  whites  of  unmixed  hlood,  and  two 
thirds  mulattocs  and  negroes;  the  latter,  in  ge- 
Stral,  as  wcU  informed  as  the  whites,

The  ship  Triton,  captain  Holcomb,  ar- 
rived here  yesterday  in  48  days  from  Li- 
verpool. By  this  vessel  tve  have  re- 
ceifed  Ironi  our  correspondent,  London 
papers  to  the  1st  November  inclusive  ; 
and'are  indebted  to  Mr.  Topliff  for  Li- 
verpool papers  to  the  2d — nearly  a fort 
nigiit  later  than  former  advices.  We 
have  given  as  many  extracts  as  our  time 
and  limits  would  permit. 

The  Triton  brings  despatches  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States, 
containing  the  treaty  of  commerce  con- 
cluded by  Mr.  Rush  and  Mr.  Gallatin 
with  the  British  commissioners. 

The  London  Courier  of  October  23 
contains  the  commercial  treaty  between 
this  country  and  Sweden,  negotiated  by 
Mr.  Russell. 

The  British  army  is  to  be  reduced 
33,000  men.  Orders  have  been  issued 
to  the  recruiting  parties  in  London,  to 
suspend  recruiting  men  until  further  or- 
ders. 

The  king  of  England  has  completed 
the  S8th  year  of  his  reign,  being  2 years 
longer  than  any  monarch  who  ever  be- 
fore reigned  in  England.  On  the  de- 
mise of  the  queen,  it  is  said  to  be  the  in- 
tention of  the  ministry  to  propose  to  par- 
liament a greatly  diminished  establish- 
ment for  the  king  at  Windsor.  The 
care  of  his  majesty  to  be  confided  to  the 
duke  of  York,  who  is  to  have  an  addi- 
tional allowance  for  his  services. 

LIVERPOOL,  OOT.  31. 

All  the  allied  sovereigns  and  their  mi- 
nisters, except  the  emperor  of  Austria, 
have  left  Aix-la-Chapelle,  and  have  re- 
paired to  the  frontiers  of  France,  in  or- 
der to  review,  for  the  last  time,  the  army 
of  occupation  before  its  final  departure. 

Some  transports  are  expected  to  leave 
London  in  a few  days,  with  no  less  than 
1500  volunteers,  enrolled  in  this  country 
for  the  insurgent  army  of  South  Ame- 
rica. ' 

A private  letter  from  Madrid  speaks 
of  the  great  embarrassment  in  which  the 
new  minister  of  finance  is  placed.  He 
cannot  raise  the  loan  by  any  means. 

The  private  correspondence  from  .'Aix- 
la-Chapelle  informs  us,  that  the  decision 
of  Congress  on  the  question  between  Ba- 
varia and  Baden  has  actually  taken  place, 
and  has  been  highly  favorable  to  the  lat- 
ter state.  The  grand  duke  is  to  retain 
the  whole  of  his  dominions,  except  that 
part  comprised  witliin  thc  Tauber  Cir- 
cle, which  is  to  be  immediately  surren- 
dered. 

The  .Austrian  troops  commenced  their 
retreat  over  the  Rhine  on  the  16th.  It 
is  said  considerable  desertions  had  oc- 
curred.

Differences  luith  America  adjusted.— 
The  matters,  not  in  dispute  exactly,  but 
in  uncertainty,  and  which  were  left  for’ 
arrangement  between  this  country  and 
America,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  late 
war,  are  said  to  have  been,  the^greatof 
number  of  them,  happily  settled  by  the 
commissioners  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose on  our  part,  and  Mr  Gallatin  on  the 
other,  before  that  gentleman  quitted 
England.  The  boundary,  which  was  left 
unsettled  in  the  treaty  at  the  end  of  the 
revolutionary  war,  is  now  accurately  fix- 
ed. This,  if  true,  is  a great  point.  The 
right  of  fishing,  and  drying  fish,  on  the 
coasts  of  Newfoundland,  is  clearly  de- 
fined ; and  the  terms  of  intercourse  be- 
tween our  West  India  islands  and  the 
vessels  of  the  United  States  are  specified 
and  agreed  on.  These  also  arc  matters 
of  considerable  weight:  but  the  greatest 
difficulty  remains  behind,  and  it  is  pro- 
bable for  this  reason,  that  it  is  the  great- 
est, that  it  so  remains — the  right  of  vi- 
sitation, and  the  power  of  apprehending 
the  seamen  of  each  country,  when  found 
on  board  the  ships  of  the  other,  is  still 
unsettled. 

LONDON,  OCT.  30. 

We  have  received  this  morning  the 
following  letter  from  *ur  correspondent 
at  Aix-!a-Chapelle  : 

“ Mx-la-  Chapelle,  Oct.  25. 

The  approaching  departure  of  lord  Castle- 
reagh,  for  Chambray,  has  been  announced 
here  ; but  his  lordship  has  not  yet  quitted  cir 
city,  and  every  thing  concurs  to  shew  that  it 
is  not  likely.  There  still  remained  upon  the 
last  list  of  conferences,  fourteen  questions  in- 
scribed. The  affairs  of  .America  and  Spain  will 
not  be  the  subject  of  a particular  decision,  but 
the  sovereigns,  assembled  in  congress,  will  re- 
cognize, as  a principle,  that  neutrality,  for  all 
the  European  powers,  is  the  only  state  of 
things  which  is  suitable  to  the  commerce  which 
they  wish  to  maintain  witli  tWe  new  world,  and 
which  will  permit  them  to  await,  witli  couli- 
dence,  the  results  of  the  actual  war. 

“There  was  a conference  yestertlay  at  prince 
Hardanberg’s,  but  it  did  not  continue  more 
than  .m  hour  and  a half.  It  related  to  the  af- 
fairs of  Germany.  After  the  conference,  the 
President  of  the  Diet  had  a long  interview 
with  .M.  de  Uardenberg,  and  in  the  evening 
he  desp.-.tched  a courier  for  Frankfort. 

“ Notwithstanding  the  great  number  of 

Questions  which  are  yet  to  be  submitted  to  the 
iscussioii  of  the  ministers,  ;dl  the  persons  at- 
tached to  the  different  embas.sies  persist  in  be- 
lieving that  the  operations  of  the  congress  will 
be  entirely  terminated  by  the  15th  November.” 
A letter  from  Manchester,  October 
27,  says — The  cotton  market  was  more 
brisk  to-day  than  for  several  weeks  past, 
and  several  extensive  sales  were  effected; 
but  1 cannot  quote  any  amendment  in  the 
prices,  owing  to  the  large  importations.” 

LONDON,  NOV.  1.

Each  day  tlie 
sovereigns  honored  the  duke  of  Welling- 
ton with  their  presence  at  dinner,  which 
is  said  to  have  been  magnificently  pre- 
pared in  B Chinese  pavillion,  ornamented 
with  trophies  of  arms,  and  the  united 
flags  of  every  nation,  the  appropriate 
emblem  of  universal  peace. 

Extract  of  a letter  dated  Calais,  Octo- 
ber 28  : “ The  troops  are  coming  down 
to  embark  very  fast ; 4 or  5 thousand 
men  will  come  in  to-morrow.  The  wea- 
ther IS  very  fine,  and  consequently  the 
embarkation  is  uninterrupted.  The  ca- 
valry corps  are  already  arrived  in  their 
old  quarters,  near  St.  Omer  and  Calais.”

IMPORTANT  DECLSION. 

The  suits  which  were  instituted  by;

ties incurred  by  the  refusal  of  the  branch !

before  the  general  court,  sitting  at' 
Frankfort,  on  Friday  last.  The  one  a-l 
gainst  the  Porter  of  the  Office.,  was  se-; 
lected  for  trial.  After  a hearing  of| 
three  days,  the  cause  was  decided  in  his 
favour.  ! 

The  counsel  for  the  office  of  the  Unit- 
ted  States  bank  demurred  to  the  decla- 
ration on  two  grounds;  first,  the'defi-, 
cieiicy  of  the  declaration,  and  mainly; 
the  unconstitutionality  of  the  state  law.i 
The  court  sustained  the  demurrer,  and 
gave  an  opinion  that  a state  has  no  right 
to  impose  a penalty  on  a person  acting 
under  a law  of  tne  United  States. 

-Yn  appeal  was  taken  to  the  supreme 
court  of  the  commonwealth,  which  is  to 
sit  in  April  next:  little  doubt  is  enter- 
tained of  a confirmation  of  the  present 
decision. 

Attorney  General  Blair  and  B.  Har- 
din, appeared  as  prosecuting  counsel  ; 
W.  T.  Barry,  M.  I).  Hardin  and  Robt. 
WicklifTe,  as  counsel  for  the  defendants. 

The  bill  to  tax  the  U.  States  Branch

Bledsoe  made  a very  eloquent  speech 
on  Monday,  insiipixu  tof  his  resolutions, 
denouncing  all  banking  institutions.  The 
resolutions  contain  mere  abstract  princi-' 
pies,  which  might  be  very  correct  in  a 
new  state  of  society,  before  any  banks 
were  established;  but  banking  has  ob- 
tained in  this  country  an  extensive  foot- 
hold; and  practical  legislator  will  di- 
rect his  attention  to  the  best  mode  of  ren-! 
deriug  it  most  useful,  and  restraining  its 
excesses,  rather  than  attempt  to  destroy! 
it,  and  by  that  means  prostrate  the  inter-' 
ests  and  prosperity  of  the  people.  Wc, 
perceive  that  Mr.  Bledsoe  has  also  pro- 
posed to  prohibit  the  sale  of  (>roperty,l 
for  the  payment  of  debts,  at  less  than 
three-fourths  of  its  estimated  value.  We 
cannot  for  a moment  believe  that  this* 
proposition  will  receive  legislative  sanc-| 
tion;  it  would  operate  to  the  destruction 
of  all  confidence  in  money  transactions- 
it  would  enable  the  debtor  either  to  swin-' 
die  his  creditor  entirely  out  of  his  just! 
claims,  or  compel  him  to  take  property 
which  would  be  of  no  use  to  him,  and  to 
pay  a price  for  it  which  he  would  never 
again  realize.  Distressing  as  is  the  state! 
of  the  country  in  money  matters,  it  isnotj 
to  be  remedied  by  legislation;  the  evil,' 
brought  about  by  causes  over  which  the 
legislature  has  no  controul,  will  work  its 
own  cure  without  legislative  interposi- 
tion. — 

A bill  prescribing  the  mode  of  forfeit- 
ing the  charters  of  such  banks  as  violate 
their  acts  of  incorporation  ; a bill  to  im- 
prove tho  navigation  of  Elkhorn  ; a bill 
to  improve  the  navigation  of  Beacli  Fork, 
and  a bill  to  revise  tiie  common  and  sta- 
tute laws,  arc  before  the  legislature.

“ -About  the  time  of  Christmas  holi- 
days, you  have  observed,  that  Congress 
always  has  a thin  house.  This  circum- 
stance has  caused  a little  inferruption  to 
business  at  present,  as  the  importance  of 
a full  house  is  generally  conceded,  when 
subjects  of  any  considerable  magnitude 
are  to  be  decided.  Indeed,  it  must  be 
confessed,  that  general  tardiness  has 
marked  the  proceedings  of  the  present 
session-  But  as  we  have  more  to  fear 
from  their  doing  too  much,  than  not  e- 
nough;  so  we  may  felicitate  ourselves 
with  the  hope,  that  tliey  will  not  do  much 
harm,  if  they  neglect  doing  much 
good.  There  is,  however,  little  doubt, 
that  after  the  commencement  of  the 
new  year,  business  will  be  prosecut- 
ed with  more  than  usual  industry ; at 
least,  till  the  most  important  parts  shall 
be  finished. 

“The  Committee  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate the  businessof  the  United  States’ 
Bank  have  returned  from  Philadelphia, 
having  spent  three  weeks  in  close  appli- 
cation to  their  duties.  The  result  is  not 
yet  known;  but  it  is  believed,  that  when 
their  report  shall  appear,  the  public  will 
be  entirely  satisfied  with  the  proceedings 
of  that  institution. 

“From  the  opinions  of  many  individu- 
als of  Congress,  expressed  in  private 
conversation,  1 begin  to  conclude  that 
nothing  will  be  done  relative  to  a gene- 
ral circulating  medium.  The  sentiment 
appears  to  be,  that  no  medium  can  re- 
tain its  nrtminal  value,  unless  it  be  the  re- 
al representative  of  specie;  and  if  paper, 
purporting  to  be  such  representative, 
has  been  j(£ued  to  ,a  greater  amount  than 
can  be  redeemed,  the  evil  can  be  reme- 
died in  no  other  way,  than  by  gradually 
calling  in  that  paper,  or  by  an  explosion 
of  the  institutions  which  issued  it,  and 
that  the  struggle  ought  therefore  to  be 
left  with  the  hanks,  and  the  individuals 
who  hold  their  paper.  It  is  a well  known 
fact,  that  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating 
trade  by  increasing  the  amount  of  circu- 
lating medium,  the  country  has  become 
deluged  with  paper,  to  which  all  the  spe- 
cie in  the  dountry  bears  a very  small  pro- 
portion. The  consequence  is,  tha(  the 
value  of  this  medium  is  diminished,  in  a 
ratio  equal  to  the  increase  of  its  nominal 
amount;  and  as  there  is  a diminution  in- 
stead ot  increase  of  specie,  the  only  real 
money,  the  evil  which  is  now  felt  is  but 
the  natural  result  of  these  paper  issues, 
which  was  long  since  anticipated  hy  ma- 
ny of  our  most  sagacious  financiers.  Tlie 
United  States’  Bank  will  undoubtedly 
maintain  its  credit,  as  will  also  such  lo- 
cal banks  as  shall  curtail  their  discounts, 
till  their  remaining  paper  shall  be  the  re- 
al representative  of  specie;  but  those 
which  neglect  this  course,  must  of  ne- 
cessity fall. 

“The  subject  of  the  Seminole  war,  es- 
pecially the  taking  of  the  Spanish  forts, 
and  the  execution  of  Arbuthnot  and  Am- 
brister,  has  produced  some  excitement 
in  the  country,  and  become  a matter  of 
animadversion  in  Congress.  The  facts 
relative  to  that  affair  are  now  before  the 
public,  and  the  subject  is  referred  to  the 
military  committee.  From  the  official 
documeats,  communicated  to  Congress, 
it  is  perfectly  clear  to  my  mind,  that  gen- 
eral Jackson  was  perfectly  justifiable, 
according  to  the  law  of  nations,  in  all 
that  has  been  done  by  him.  Not  only 
was  the  Spanish  government  in  Florida, 
incompetent  to  restrain  the  Indians  with- 
in its  territory,  from  comrnittiiig  depre- 
dations upon  our  frontier  citizens,  and 
then  taking  shelter  within  their  lines, 
which,  according  to  the  law  of  nations, 
would  have  justified  the  course  pursued 
by  Gen.  Jackson  in  possessing  himself  of 
their  potts;  but  evidence  was  also  pro- 
duced sufficient  to  convince  him  of  the 
fact,  that  the  Indians  were  furnished  by 
the  Spanish,  from  the  public  stores,  with 
the  means  of  carrying  on  the  war!  If 
Arbuthnot  and  Ambrister  were  British 
subjects,  they  were  . identified  with  the 
Indians,  Iieing  in  their  actunl  service;  the 
first,  exciting  them  to  murder ; and  the 
last,  by  fighting  in  their  ranks.  The 
murder  of  Lieut.  Scott  with  thirty-five 
men  and  six  women,  in  cool  blood,  by  the 
Indians,  as  well  as  many  other  massacres, 
justified  an  act  of  retaliation,  and  even 
rendered  it  netessaiy;  but  lien  Jackson 
forebore  retaliation,  except  upon  four  of 
the  most  conspicuous  offenders,  two  In- 
dian chiefs,  and  two  British  subjects  in 
Indian  service.  Shall  we  now  be  so  far 
lost  to  the  feelings  of  humanity  towards 
our  own  citizens  and  of  gratitude  to  the 
immortal  Jackson,  as  to  destroy  his  cha- 
racter, for  inflicting  merited  chastise 


rrirnt  upon  so  small  a proportion  of  the 
savage  murderers?  I trust  not.  If  Jack- 
son  has  erred  in  any  thing,  I think  it 
must  have  been  in  calling  court  marti:ils, 
and  not  retaliating  the  injuries  by  a gene- 
ral order,  without  the  formality  of  a trial. 

“Mr.  Forsyth  is  nominated  by  the 
President,  as  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to 
Spain,  which  will,  no  doubt,  be  confirmed 
by  the  Senate.”

Gentlemen, 

The  law  chartering  the  independent 
banks  of  Keiuucky,  requires  that  an  ex- 
hibit, shewing  the  general  state  and  si- 
tuation of  each  bank,  should  be  laid  be- 
fore their  respective  stockholders  at  their 
annual  meeting.  The  great  distrust  of 
banks  evinced  by  every  class  ofcitizens, 
seems  to  your  board  of  directors  to 
make  it  necessary  that  this  salutary  pro- 
vision of  the  iaw  should  be  fully  com- 
plied with.  Under  this  impression,  they 
have  entered  at  some  length  into  the  na- 
ture, as  well  as  extent  and  resiilwof  their 
operations. 

It  will  be  within  the  recollection  of 
you  all,  that  at  the  time  this  bank  went 
into  operation,  a large  proportion  of  the 
circulating  medium  of  this  atatfc  was  sup- 
plied by  banks  of  other  states,  the  great 
cst  amount  from  Ohio  ; and  could  not  be 
used  here  for  banking  purposes,  without 
much  loss — and  in  the  course  of  busi- 
ness, a frequent  recurrence  of  loss  on  the 
same  notes.  To  remove  from  among  us 
this'inconvenient  and  expensive  curren- 
cy, and  thereby  make  room  for  a more 
desirable  one,  was  among  the  first  objects 
which  engaged  the  attention  of  the  hoard. 
An  order  was  passed,  authorizing  the 
officers  of  the  bank  to  buy  foreign  pa- 
per, at  such  rate  of  discount  as  would 
enable  them,  without  loss  to  the  institu- 
tion, to  return  it  home,  and  get  for  it 
other  and  more  efficient  funds,  but  in  no 
instance  to  .re-issue  it  for  circulation. 
Hew  far  the  institution  has  been  of  pub- 
lic utility  in  tliis  particular,  we  submit  to 
your  candor  and  good  judgment.  Your 
board  having  confidence  in  the  prudent 
and  judicious  management  of  tha  banks 
of  tliis  state,  generally,  have,  and  still 
do  receive,  at  par,  in  .payment  of  debts 
due  the  institution,  and  on  deposit,  the 
notes  of  the  Bank  of  Kentucky  and 
braiithes,  and  the  notes  of  such  of  the 
independent  banks  as  were  located  in  si- 
tuations which  promised  that  their  pa- 
per could  be  used  in  the  course  of  busi- 
ness, without  loss  to  the  institution.  This 
arrangement,  so  far  as  regards  the  inile- 
pendent  banks,  was  attended  with  some 
expense,  having  frequently  to  send  a 
messenger  to  carry  home  the  paper,  not 
being  able  to  use  as  much  in  the  way  of 
business,  as  was  received.  The  expense, 
however,  is  believed  to  have  been  coun- 
terbalanced by  indirect  advantages.  The 
board  will  here  remark,  that  the  batik 
has  not  in  any  instance,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  this  state  or  out  of  it,  drawn 
one  dollar  in  specie  from  the  vault  of 
any  bank,  except  on  contract  previously 
made  for  specie. 

With  the  aid  of  arrangements  made 
in  the  eastern  cities  arul  New-Orlcans, 
and  the  more  than  ordinary  exertions  of 
its  officers,  the  bank  has  been  enabled  to 
extend  their  business  in  exchange,  be- 
yond what  was  anticipated  or  expected 
from  their  limited  capital ; which,  beside 
being  the  most  lucrative  part  of  their 
business,  has  afforded  to  the  export  bu- 
siness of  the  state,  facilities  which  could 
not  for  a considerable  time  be  obtained 
from  any  other  convenient  source. 

The  amount  of  capital  paid  in,  is 
g41  1,780  00;  of  which  the  individuals 
comprising  the  board  of  directors  have 
paid  g84,060  00. 

The  exchange  purchased  since  the 
first  day  of  June  last,  amounts  in  the  ag- 
gregate to  g63 1,420  33;  and  has  not 
been  confined,  either  as  regards  the 
drawer  or  vender  or  drawee  of  the  bills, 
to  any  particular  section  of  the  country. 
In  the  former,  is  embraced  every  section 
of  the  state  ; in  the  latter,  a range  from 
New-Orleans  to  Boston.  Much  more 
might  have  been  done,  and  with  equal 
proportionable  advantage,  with  more  ca- 
pital. The  bank  have  under  discount 
g3fl2,766  70,  and  no  knowledge  of  a bad 
debt;  of  which  the  board  have  collec- 
tively, 838,900,  or  about  46  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  they  have  paid  on  their  stock. 
They  have  on  deposit  g5J,532  38,  of 
which  there  is  about  g 10,000  as  specie 
deposit;  the  residue  paper,  to  be  paid  in 
kind.  The  s|>ecie  in  the  vaults  of  the 
bank  more  than  doubles  the  amount  of 
notes  in  circulation,  and  exceeds  every 
demand  that  can  be  made  on  it  for  spe- 
cie, forty-eight  per  cent. 

The  bank  havcj  after  paying  all  ex- 
penses of  the  institution,  including  plates 
and  paper,  sufficient,  with  a small  acces- 
sion, to  last  during  the  exislencs  of  the 
charter,  and  reserving  a sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  state  ta*,  and  g b-37  04  as  r 
surplus  fund,  declared  a dividend  aftea 
the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  to 
be  computed- from  the  day  on  which  the 
directors  were  elected,  inclusive.  And 
they  have  the  satisfaction  of  stating,  for 
the  information  of  the  stockholdei-s,  that 
they  have  the  most  flattering  prospect 
of  the  bank  continuing  to  make  a semi- 
annual dividend  after  the  same  rate.
